“Management had the opportu- 
nity, an almost unlimited opportu- 
nity, to assume its responsibilities 
to the common good throughout 
much of the last 100 years and 
even before that time. But man 
agement surrendered its right and 
its opportunity by practices which, 
brought on the demand for gov 
ernment regulation . and the 
government was forced to assume 
authority. 

Labor now has the portunity 
to solve its problems and to make 
certain that the common good is 
not transgressed. I plead with 
labor to assume this responsibility, 
knowing that, unless it does, the 


government will be invited and 


sponsibility.” 

He noted that labor now is pro- 
tected by law in its right to or 
ganize and bargain collectively. 

“This right is a natura! right,” 
he said. “It should have needed 
no sanction by government. - But 
when those who paid the worker 
his wages persisted in denying 
that right, the government was 
forced to insure it by law. The 
power of the -obstructors was 
great, and labpr was the final 
weight in the scales of justice. 
By that accomplishment alone or 
ganized labor has been justified.” 

To discharge its responsibilities, 
he sucvested that labor open a na- 
tionwide educational program .on 
industrial relations, with study 
groups for adult workers. It was 
revealed recently that the govern- 
ment is planning such service for 
both labor and management.

Over in Berlin 
They Are Singing 


I read about this in a German newspaper. 
In the Astor theater on Berlin’s Kurfursten- 
dam a gray-haired actress is singing a song for 
which three months ago she would have been arrested and executed, 

Her name, which isn’t important, is Maria Loja. Her song con- 
cerns a mother who gave her sons soldier toys and war toys lor 
Christmas—soldiers, guns and so on... toys. 

He grew up wanting to be a soldier. Too late she saw what she 
had done. Despite her prayers he went away to be a soldier. She 
sings about how she saw him marching off to the front. She sings: 

“Down the street I saw them come, 

Hearts with hatred all aflame; 

He was with them, I was dumb— 

Dumb with shame.” 

The song goes on to describe how they brought her son back to 
her mortally wounded. She watched him die and with her own 
hands dug his grave in the courtyard of the home. 

Then she sings the last verse which says that every mother who 
lets her child “play with murder” will get a son who will go off to 
war and be killed. So, says the song, the mothers are responsible: 

“You are the guardians of their souls, 

Need a thousand mothers’ sons 

Tear a thousand mothers’ hearts, 

Must your sons play with guns.” 

They do say that young people come to whistle and hoot her 
down and remain to cheer. 

Well, if so, that suits me just fine. 

But, the answer, of course, to the lady’s song is a rude, but 
emphatic slang expression, ‘‘Nuts.” 


Ideas, Not Toys 1 seriously doubt if a toy ever had the 


slightest effect on a child’s mind if some- 
one did not join the toy with an idea, 

I recall in the period before the first world war, when we were 
thinking we could stay out (no country as large and powerful as 
the United States can possibly stay out of any world war), and 
there was a song hit greatly favored by the blowsy sopranos and 
adenoidal tenors of the time: 

“I didn’t raise my boy to be a soldier, 

I' brought him up to be my pride and joy.” 

The song was just one of the many pious ideas loosed which 
brought us up to December 7, 1941, without a policy and with a 
great many people of good who erroneously, and naively, 
believed that because war was wicked and wasteful, the whole 
solution was to stay out of it. 

That such an idea could rule the thinking of millions of persons 
is a sad commentary on writers of: editorials, magazine articles, 
speakers and our schools. Obviously, an education should have 
taught adults to know that war never was a simple business of 
getting in or staying out. The factors which produce a war nro- 
duce forces. We were staying out of the world war, the first global 
war in all history, with ‘“‘measures short of war,” and feeling all 
right about it until the force which had brought Japan in willed 
they strike us. 

The fact that our children had played with toy soldiers and 
tanks didn’t contribute to getting us into that war. But a lot of 
foolish, insipid ideas about war helped prevent us from being 
ready and cost us about twice as much to get ready as otherwise 
would have been necessary. 

So, it suits me fine for them to be singing maudlin, pacifist 
songs in Berlin and for the young people to be cheering them. I 
recall it was only a few months before our war that a few thou- 
sand college students, without benefit of pretty toys, had signed a 
pledge not to take up arms in defense of their country even if it 
were invaded. To their credit they changed their minds when they 
saw what Hitlerism was. But let’s don’t forget their philosophy- 


It didn’t come from toys, either. 

I have heard the Germans sing. In fact, I saw and 
Education heard them put the germs into the heads of the 
Austrian children. On April 9, 1938, the day before the Austrian 
plebiscite, | saw the German notables come and the parade of 
young people that followed. 

The Austrian kids were being taught a lot of songs to get the 
“Gemutlichkeit” out of their heads. One of them began like this: 

“How beautiful is steel, 

How beautiful is‘iron, 

How beautiful to see an enemy of the state 

Burning at the stake of torture.” 

It's ideas like that that produce the SS fanatics: the diehards; 
the boys to run the slaughter houses and gas chambers where per- 
sons are killed. It’s ideas like that. not toys, that produce the 
sadists who can beat and torture other persons. 

So, what I say is, let the Germans sing pacifist songs. 

But let’s don’t kid ourselves any more. 

Staying out of war is something for preparedness,: for education; 
something of proper recognition of the economics of other peoples; 
something of eating or not eating; something of have and have not.

Ruhr Rule Worries F neh > 


WASHINGTON.—The most tangible outcome of the American- 
French conversations in the lest few days is an American pro- 
posal concerning the control of Germany’s disarmament and the 
delivery of German coal to France. In connection with both parts 
of this proposal, the United States government is reported to be 
willing to give the Freneh Republic a guarantee valid for 25 years. 

The proposal is intended to be a substitute for the setting up 
of an international regime in the Ruhr area which Gen, Charles 
DeGaulle and Foreign Minister Georges Bidault consider the only 
effective means of premanently preventing’ revival of Germany's 
war industries. 

It may be assumed that neither DeGaulle nor Bidault regard 
the alternative solution suggested on the American side as ade- 
quate. Further consultations are expected to take place between 
Washington and Paris. 

The American proposal is not in the nature of a last word. So 
far, oral explanations only have come from the French in sup- 
port of their scheme for an international government of the Rubr. 

8 The end of Germany's sovereignty in the 
German Fanaticism Ruhr would not fail to create a state 
of affairs which no German fanaticism could hope to have re- 
versed except by resort to violence—a course of action which 
even German fanaticism must rule out for years to come, since 
the only chance of success would be flagrant discord between the 
western powers or the breaking out of a third world war. In 
contrast, an gimerican promise—which, to achieve. something, ought 
to be underwritten by England, whose troops are in actual occu- 
pation of the Ruhr—might be watered down in compromises as 
years go by and Anglo-American policy is impressed by the expan: 
sion of Russian power. 

In the judgment of the French, what happened to pass in the 
Berlin conference about the Ruhr is rather ominous. The Russian 
representatives came forward in favor of-an international regime 
of the pattern recommended in Paris, but the discussion soon came 
to an end as Americans and British argued that the. matter could 


not be threshed out in the absence of French delegates. 
In truth, many observers cannot help but think 


Reds in Ruhr that, at the back of the Anglo-American att 
tude, was to be found a distinct reluctance to contemplate the 
participation of the Red army in the garrisoning of the Ruhr, a 
participation the workings of an international government would, 
of all necessity, involve. 

As the French see it, that reluctance ought to wane as a mod. 
erate Russian policy is seen now to emerge in the Balkans and in 
the Far East. According to them, anyhow, it would be to the ad- 
vantage of all concerned, that in the Ruhr, the active partnership 


of Russian should be enlisted.

BERLIN.—I’ve quite a problem here. I can’t decide what's 
more important to put in my suitcase, my clothes or a piece of 
marble from Hitler’s desk plate from his private bomb shelter. 


What souvenirs! Everyone over here operates on a sort of lend- 
loot agreement. Had no morning show today, so made like a tourist 
some more. We jeeped past what’s left of the Hotel Adlon and the 
Reichstag and ended up at the Reichschancellerie, Hitlers business 
office and the scene of the bitter last-ditch battle between the Jerries 
and the Russians. Although more or less intact in spots, the jo nt 
was really messed up. Artillery and small arms fire knocked ho es 
in the walls and all the rooms have veen cleaned out of everytneng 
portable by souvenir hunting Russian, British and American soldiers 
who daily come through the place on stght-seeing tours. 


Russian names are written in big letters on all the walls, and 
in the courtyard we passed Der Fuehrer’s private armored car, 
now a rusty mass of burned and twisted metal. The entire chan- 
cellerie was honeycombed with underground tunnels and shelters, 
and after getting a flashlight and climbing over piles of plaster and 
broken furniture, we ended up several levels below the basement 
and for a minute | thought we'd found Hitler. There was a little 
Kraut gnome down there with a candle, bowing and scraping and 
handing out Nazi insignia, and other medals and bronze plaques 
which were given to good Fraus who bore pretty little Katzen- 
jammers for Der Reich. 


Evidently this Kraut lived there and made a business of passing 
out this stuff for souvenirs. We tapped him with a couple of cigarets 
(worth a dollar apiece here) and he gave us four butts change. Later 
the USO got me a pass to visit Hitlers personal air raid shelter. It 
was located a few hundred yards from the chancellerie, under 2 5 9g 
garden, We went through a little door tn a’ pillbox which had wa'is 
nine feet thick, and down a couple of miles of steps and came cont 
in the fanciest gopher hole I ve ever seen. 


It was a complete mansion, with kitchen, servants’ quarters, 
library and a special nook for Eva Braun—everything to make a 
paperhanger happy underground After he got a look at his first 
B-17, Hitler spent quite a bit of time down there. In fact, I under- 
stand during his last two years he only came up on groundhog day 
—and if he saw his shadow he tried to throw it in a concentration

Hull Sent Japs 
No Ultimatum 


W ASHINGTON.—Both President Truman and 

Secretary of War Stimson have repudiated that 

ia section of the Army board’s report which imputes 

to former Secretary of State Hull the blame for “touching the 
button” that precipitated the Japanese attack on Pear! Harbor. 

The Army Pearl Harbor beard charged that the 10-point memo- 
randum delivered by Mr. Hull to the Japanese ambassadors (No- 
mura and Kurusu) on Nov. 26, 1941, was regarded as an “ulti- 
matum,” and was used by the Japs as the signal for starting the 
war in the Pacific. 

Several pertinent observations are in order as regards this phase 
of the board’s report. 

Point No. 1 concerns the use of the word “ultimatum” in de- 
fining the Hull memorandum. The former State Department head 
himself has vigorously denied that his memo to the Jap envoys was 
in any sense to be construed as an ultimatum. It was merely in- 
tended to set forth the conditions under which differentes between 
the United States and Japan in the Pacific could be amicably 


adjusted. 

: But entirely aside from Mr. Hull's views in the 
No Authority matter, it should and must have been apparent 
to the Japs that the secretary of state had no real authority to issue 
an ultimatum in the premises. ’ 

In its accepted diplomatic usage an ultimatum is generally 
looked upon as the final proposal or demand made by one country 
to another preparatory to an act of war. 

Now the Japs were prefectly aware, of course, that under our 
constitutional system neither the President of the United States 
nor the secretary of state has authority to declare war. Congress 
alone is empowered to perform that function. 

If the late President Roosevelt had foreseen, as he actually seems 
to have done, the events at Pearl Harbor and had asked congress 
to declare war on Japan, he undoubtedly would have been booed 
down and vilified as a warmonger. 

And so, there seems absolutely no justification for the board's 
statement that the Japs were entitled to look upon the Hull memo- 
randum as an ultimatum in the true sense of the word. 

Point No. 2 in connection with the board’s report is the apparent 
conflict between its attempt to hold Mr Hull responsible for touch- 
ing off the war and the revelations it made as to the advance 
preparations undertaken by the Japs for attacking Pearl Harbor. 

We afe told, for example, that the, powerful Japan task force 
which struck at Pearl Harbor started training at secret focations in 
July or August, 1941, five or six months before the following fate- 
ful Dec. 7, when our Hawaiian bases were attacked. 

The report goes on to say that the attack 
Attack Planned was meticulously planned and timed. After 
preliminary training, the designated naval) units assembled in Japa- 
nese home waters in November. On Nov. 22, four days before the 
Hull memorandum was delivered, they sailed north to a little 
known Japanese harbor not even on most mars or charts. There 
they awaited the final orders to proceed against Pear! Harbor. 
On Nov. 27 and 28 the task force slipped quietly out to sea, its 
destination Pearl Harbor. 

Considering the fact that the Jap task force had actually pro- 
ceeded to its final rendezvous on the route to Hawaii four days 
prior to the so-called Hull “ultimatum” and then took off from 
there the day following delivery of that memo, it does seem ex- 
ceedingly far fetched to say that the State Department head's action 
precipitated the war.

Extensive investigation has been made | 


by this Grand Jury as a result of the re- 
cent vandalism that causes us to make 
the following recommendations: 

1, Licensed Pool Rooms and Beer Par- 
lors should display signs in prominent 
places stating that no minors be allowed 
to enter without written permission from 
_their parents or guardians, and that this 
permission must be notarized. 

2. We also recommend that no drink- 
ing of alcoholic liquor whatsoever be 
allowed in poo) rooms and that signs 
bearing this rule be ‘displayed promi- 
nently. 

3. We recommend a curfew law be en- 
acted by the City and County that boys 
and girls under 18 be prohibited from 
loitering around drug stores, pool rooms, 
or on the streets after the hour of 12 
o'clock midnight. 

4. We recommend that the Governor 
rescind his proclamation reducing the 
age limit for issuing drivers’ licenses to 
15, and that the law enacted by the Leg- 
islature setting the age at 16 for drivers’ 
licenses be enforced. 

5. We recommend that all police offi- 
cers be thoroughly familiarized with all 
laws pertaining to the above. 


JAILS, GRADY HOSPITAL AND 
ALMS HOUSE 


August Grand Jury to inspect City and 
County Jails, Grady Hospital and the 
Alms House submits the following re- 
port: 

The Fulton County Jail was inspected 
on Sunday, August 19th, by all mem- 
bers of the committee We were escorted 
through the building by Deputy P. A. 
Jackson. Conditions were found to be 
both good and bad. 

In the men’s cell block conditions were 
very bad. The mattresses on the cots 
were not only dirty, but filthy. The 
kitchen was poorly equipped and very 
dirty. There seemed to be no supervision 
of the men whose job it was to clean 
the kitchen, and they were lounging 
around doing nothing. 

The women’s section was found to be 
in exceptionally good condition, every- 
thing being clean and orderly. Mrs. Me- 
Cutcheon, the matron, talked freely and 
graciously with the committee and we 
were all impressed by the efficient man- 
ner in which the women’s section was 
conducted. One recommendation made 
by Mrs. McCutcheon and heartily en- 
aorsed by the committee was the dis- 
continuance of sending mental cases to 
the jail. There are no facilities what- 
ever to meet this situation here as these 
cases need special care and control. 

We, the committee, recommend there- 
fore that more efficient supervision and 
control be exercised in the men’s section 
of the County Jail and that the practice 
of sending mental cases to the County 
Jail be abolished. We recommend that a 
special ward be set up in the County 
Hospital to take care of menta! cases 
and that proper legislation be passed to 
provide for this action. We further rec- 
ommend that the incoming Grand Jury 
investigate the matter of prisoners being 
allowed to go home at night. 

At the City Jail we were unable to 
locate Lt. McClain, the officer in charge. 
Mrs. O’Quinn, a _ policewoman, kindly 
consented to escort us through the jail 
She introduced the committee to the 
lieutenants in charge of the different 
departments, the turnkeys and the ma- 
trons, 

We found the condition of the station 
to be fairly good, with the exception of 
the fourth floor, which is known as “‘the 
Bull Pen From a health standpoint, 
if from no other, conditions were as bad 
as could be imagined. Here there were 
no mattresses on the cots: the toilet seats 
were covered with. filth literally caked 
on and looked as they had not been 
cleaned tn months; the floors were cov- 
ered with grime and (filth. We also 
found here that the prisoners who were 
supposed to be cleaning the place were 
lounging around doing nothing. 

The women's section was in 
order, We found the enamelware dishes 
which they ate and drank from were 
in terrible condition The edges were 
all chipped and rough and definitely 
germ breeders ‘rom ai health = stand- 
point we know these utensils should be

No prisoner was located who had 
been there for more than two or three 
days and all answers were in the nega- 
tive The members of this committee are 
of the opinion that a mulatto negro who 
has the privilege of going through the 
jail, selling sandwiches and candy, etc., 
has probably at some time taken ad- 
Vantage of the water's being cut off— 
perhaps on Sunday, July 29th: when 
Plumbing repairs were being made—and 
sold water to the prisoners. 

We, therefore, recommend that closer 
supervision be exercised here in order 
that a cleaner and healthier building 
be kept and that the dishes be discarded 
/and replaced with new ones.

| premises were neat and in order. The 
inmates seemed happy and well fed. 

In the kitchen and dining room the 
window screens were badly rotted and 
filled with large holes. The rooms were 
filled with swarming flies all over every- 
thing. It is a disgrace to Fulton County 
that food for these people is cooked un- 
der this health hazard and that they 
must of necessity eat with the swarming 
flies, 

Upon investigation the committee finds 
that screen wire now available. We. 
therefore, heartily recommend that new 
screens be put in wherever needed 

At Grady Hospital we talked with 
Superintendent Frank Wilson and his as- 
sistant. Mr. Fred Walker, who escorted us 
through the hospital. We were impressed 
with the atmosphere of efficiency and 
co-operation prevailing throughout the 
hospital plant. The hospital was very 
neat and «orderly. We were carried 
through all the departments and wards 
In the hospital. Mr Aiken was a mem- 
ber of a Grand Jury committee Inspect- 
ing Grady Hospital in 1933 and he ex- 
pressed gratification for the many im- 
provements in method and equipment 
since that time. 

We feel that Fulton County should 
lend more financial support to Grady 
Hospital. in order to insure the realiza- 
tion of an enlarged hospital 
Greater Atlanta.

FIREARMS 

In investigating crimes of violence, we 
found that time after time weapons used 
in previous crimes were redeemed by 
the criminal or his agent and were used 
to commit later crimes. One incident that 
illustrates this as follows: 

A City detective in testifying before 
us was asked why he was so positive 
the. pistol used in the case belonged to 
the accused. His answer was that the pis- 
tol in question shot a very peculiar type 
of bullet, and that the accused had been 
arrested on the same charge several 
times before for using the same pistol. 
This committee was appointed as a re- 
sult of that statement. After interview- 
ing the various County and City au- 
thorities on the subject, it was 
that according to the present laws the 
weapon used was personal property and 
not be taken from the owner, 
whether a criminal or not. The commit- 
tee also found that under the present
